The largest of these vessels, the 
Santa Maria, was of only IOO tons 
draft; the Pinta, owned by two 
men of Palos who served in the ‘ 
en w, had 50-ton draft; and the 
Nina, captained by Vicente Y a­ 
re/. P in/on, w as a 40-ton boat. 
Yet, for 70 days, these light ships 
sailed the Atlantic before they ar­ 
rived at one of the islands cif the 
roast of North America. 
The 
Santa 
Maria, 
later, 
wras 
wrecked on the Haiti shore. M ar­ 
tin Alonzo Pinzon, captain of the 
Pinta, sailed off, hoping to beat 
Columbus to Spain and claim the 
honor of discovering America, and 
so Columbus had to get back on 
the smallest vessel, the Nina. 
The fleet appears on the 4-cent 
stamp which the United States is­ 
sued in 1893, commemorating the 
fourth centennial of the discovery 
of America.
